TEE PORTER AFFAIR. 
Several days have passed since the Pres­ 
ident decided to reopen the esse of Gener­ 
al Fitz John Porter, but the tone of the 
press continues to grow decidedly against 
any rehearing. The sentiment generally 
prevails that the President made a great 
blander in giving Porter the benefit of 
another trial. In the first place he was 
tried by eight generals of the army and had 
a fair, impartial trial. Plenty of time was 
given bim for 
hi* 
defense, and he 
secured the ablest counsel at his command. 
••The witnesses were fresh from the field of 
action and spoke from yivid personal rec­ 
ollection of all matters connected with the 
•abject of their testimony. The whole his­ 
tory of the flagrant wrong committed by 
General Porter was reviewed by Judge 
Advocate-General Holt, a lawyer of broad 
and comprehensive intellect, and his scath 
lag condemnation of Porter's conduct was 
given witn a force of argument and an 
array of iacts and brilliant rhetoric that 
electrified and convinced the country. Gen­ 
eral Porter was convicted, aod, instead of 
being sentenced to be shot, as he should 
have been, he was simply dismissed the 
service in disgrace. 
The whole country 
accepted the verdict of guilty as a just one 
and generously forgave the court for ita, 
lenity to the great criminal.” 
In 1662 Porter was attached to General 
Pope’s command in Virginia, and during 
the battles in the summer of that year, 
which followed the evacuation of the Pe­ 
ninsula, Porter absolved avoided partici­ 
pating in any of the engagements, that 
causing Pope considerable trouble and loss. 
His court martial was concluded on the 
Slat of January, 1663,and he was cashiered 
for violating the 9m and the 52 J articles of 
war. President Johnson reviewed 
the 
cue again on application and declined to 
Interfere. lo 1870 he made an appeal to 
President Graal for a reversal of the sen­ 
tence. but failed. Grant could not fail to 
sympathize a Un a brother officer and grad* 
nato of West Point it in undeserved dis­ 
grace, but after the most careful examin­ 
ation declined absolutely to order a rehear* 
ing. General Sherman fails wholly to ask 
for any new action on the around that the 
court-martial did any injustice to Porter. 
The tact is Porter was guilty of treachery 
and c owardice, and willfully put in jeop­ 
ardy the whole army of the Potomac. He 
deserved the fate of traitors and cowards— 
death—and ft should have been the sen­ 
tence of the court martial. Two Presidents 
and all the generals of the army have de­ 
cided that the senti nee was too linient, and 
that Fitz John Porter merited vastly sever­ 
er punishment; and that Mr. Hayes should

when 
many 
of

ernment are dead, and when judice de­ 
mands the case shall not bt* reopened, 
meets with universal condemnation.

The following detail* of the trial of Ed­ 
ward Eckart U r the m urder of Charley 
Peterson before Judge Small, at Jefferson, 
are taken from the short hand report of 
Mr. Al. Kaveleee, official reporter: 
On the 9ih instant the circuit court of 
Jefferson county, Hon. David W. Small 
preaiding, took up the trial of the Stale of 
Wisconsin Against Edward Eckart. 
The 
information charged the detefipaut with 
the crim e of murder, in the town of Kosh­ 
konong; lh this county, on or about the 
I Jib day of December. As the case has i du­ 
etted considerable interest on account of 
us singular‘features, aud the mystery in 
which it was first involved, we eubj nu a 
brief statement of the facie, as developed 
on the trial by the evidence. 
Our reader* will remember the account 
contained in our columns of the discovery 
of the body of a man, who Lad evidently 
been fouly murdered, about a half mile 
north of the village ot Fort Atkinson, m ar 
the railroad track on the lGlIi day of De­ 
cember, 1877. 
The fir at post mortem cx- 
aminal.on, as conducted by the physicians 
of Fort Atkinson, disclosed that the de­ 
cease d h id come to hi* death by the inflic­ 
tion of several blows upon the head with a 
hatchet, causing fractures ol the skull that 
were

fatal.

further examination was made for any 
oil re, those found being sufficient cause of 
death. 
Through several paper* found 
upon the bealy the deceased was identified 
is bung one Charles Peterson who had a 
icw years ago come to this country from 
Denmark and made his borne in Chicano 
tic was on his way to Green Day to seek 
work And bad but a few dollars in money 
when he left Chicago. About two weeks ! 
had been pAsscd atter the murder And not . 
be slightest trace could be found of those 
who had committed the foul deed; and in J 
all probability they would never 
been discovered but fir one of Hose uuex- 
p cc e l disclosures which at times U t in 
the light on the darkest of crimes aiiJ lend 
a color of truth to the popular superstition 
mat ’m urder will out." 
About fourteen days aft r the finding of 
he body a boy named Charles W hitney 
surrendered himseli up to the authorities 
u Outagamie couuly, and made a full 
tatement of all the horrible details of the 
killing of Peterson, 
ills confession im pil­ 
oted one Edward Eckart, who was at 
work on a farm in the neighborhood there 
md they were both arrested 
aud lodged 
u jail at Jefferson. 
An information for 
murder was filed by the district attorney 
*nd the boy. Charley W hitney, turned 
-tales evidence against Eckart upon the 
rial of the latter. 
W hitney tes’ified that 
ne had met Eckart some time last summer 
od that they tramped through Pennsyl­ 
vania, Illinois, and Alkalises, until in the 
widdle of December last they started to 
tVisconsin. Cue afternoon as they tray- 
led along the railroad track a little north 
O'. Janesville, t h y met a man who after­ 
wards turned oui to be d iaries Peterson, 
md inquired of them the way to Gre*en 
day. 
They informed Lim that he was go­ 
ing la the wrong direction, and told Lim 
m) go north, the tame way they were going. 
They then Sat down and Peterson struck 
nit alone up the track. 
fcubs quewtly 
Whitney anil Eckart followed along up to 
el Ilion Junction and there waited for ihe 
arnval of the train going worth at ab tut 
en o’clock. 
They stole a ride in the cattie j 
‘ar as far as Fort Atkinson where they; 
were discovered aud put off the train. 
Eckart and Whitney thew went to a place 
*boat a mile north of Fort Atkinson, where j 
hey built a fire close to a track awd camp 
d out lur the wigut. Shortly aller they j 
were joined by Peterson who had traveled 
alone and on foot from Janesville, awd all i 
three of them lay down together aud went I 
to sleep. 
Tne boy W hitney then testifies 
as follows; “In the night Eckart woke me I 
aud told me he was going to shoot Peter­ 
son. 
I told him not to, but he would not I 
isien to me and Eckart went over lo where j 
L'eterson was sleeping, put his loaded re­ 
volver to Peterson s ear awd fired.

on put his hand up and said, “O h,’* and j 
(hew Eckart fired agaiu right back of tLe I 
ear. 
Then Peterson began raising up awd i 
Eckart shot him again rn about the same j 
p ace, und th in Peterson got ap on his 
knees and Eckart shot hi* revolver n c b i 
luto his eye. 
Aud then the man got to his | 
feet, and Eckart 
threw him down and j 
jumped on his back, and put his left hand 
on the back of his neck, and cocked his 
revolver with the other, and then told me ! 
to strike Peterson with the hatchet, and I 
didn’t move as quick as he thought I ought j 
to, and he asked me it I was coming, and 
so I had to come, and so I Struck him 
about four times with tne hatchet on his j 
head.

Peterson staggered against a tree, and I 
Eckart told me to strike him again.

told bim no, I had struck him all I was • 
going to. Ajid then Et kart went up aud . 
struck him with the edge of the hatchet by I 
the tree, and then wheu he had him down I 
he cut him three more times with the j 
hatchet, and then he pulled off the man's 
boots, and look a piece of tobscco out of 
ms pocket, and then heaped a pile of bru^h 
ver his body.'* 
W hitney lur m er feat ill d 
that he and Eckart then started on taking 
a u h them some ut the Clothing and bUu , 
kits of Peterson, aud went up north as far 
as Appleton, where l u y parted. 
The manner in wbicn the witness W irt 
uey detailed his extraordinary stall mewl 
ow the wltness-stawd strongly I rn pi es-cd 
We jury with its entire trumiulness. 
Ail j 
the circumstances moreover corroborated 
his evidence. The body of Peterson Was 
exhumed, and on a more careful L a m in a ­ 
tion the physicians found the bullets in sev­ 
eral places of his head, a* bl*ted by W hil- 
n y. They were fired I rom a small kind 
o a revolver,and would uot of themselves 
h»ve produced death. 
But the siiongeet 
evidence of the guilt of Eckart was his 
own conduct and course of action upon the 
trial. 
Throughout he 6howed entire indif­ 
ference, aud even refused to avail himself 
of his right and privilege to u k e the wit­ 
ness stand in bu* own behalf, and deny the 
tearful charges made agiinst him by W hit­ 
ney. Being entirely without means lo em­ 
ploy counsel, the court appoiuud Harlow 
Pease, Esq., of V atcrtowu, lo blok after the 
rights of the accused. 
Mr. Pease mawagt d 
me defense of the prisoner with eminent 
ability aud eloquence, which were as com­ 
mendable as hisCllenifl ease was desperate. 
Great credit is also due to 
W. 
II. 
Kogers, E*q., the 
competent 
district 
attorney, who conducted the prosecution 
with his usual sagacity and zeal. Alter be­ 
ing summed up by the respective c jun e , 
the case was giyeu to the jury under a clear 
and impartial charge by the court, and a f­ 
ter a brief deliberation they returned a 
Verdict of guilty. 
A motion for a new trial was made by 
the deleudanl’s counsel, and an argument 
was denied by the court. On Saturday last 
tha prisoner, Edward Eckart, was ordered 
to be brought iuto court, to be sentenced 
by His Honor, Judge David W. tarnal I, who 
presided over the trial with the highest Im­ 
partiality, a*kcd the prisoner it he had any* 
thing to say why sentence (should uot be 
pronounced upon him. 
With the same 
hard faced look upou his countenance that 
he had worn all through the trial, he said 
nothing. Judge bmall thereupon com­ 
mented upon the leading features of the 
case, characterizing it as one of the .most 
wanton, deliberate and atrocious murders 
ever known, and tending to show an en­ 
tire absence iu the defendant of the ordi­ 
nary sensibilities of humanity. 
Nothing 
remained for the court but lo impose the 


which is as follows: “The sentence of the 
court and the law is that you, Edward Eck­ 
art, be imprisoned at hard labor, in the 
State prison of this State, for and during 
the term of your natural lite, and that the 
first day thereof be t in solitary confine­ 
ment.”
